K a n sa s C i t y , Mo., J an. 5 .— 
The Kansas City , Pittsburg and 
Gulf railway had its first ex peri­ 
ence with the up-to-date train rob­ 
ber last night, when its Port x \r- 
thur ex press was robbed by two 
men. 
White the Wells-Fargo ex press 
officials declare that the robbers ob­ 
tained little or nothing, it is stated 
on reliable authority that the ban­ 
dits are at least $io,ocx ) richer than 
they were a few qours ago. 
The Port Arthur ex press, known 
as train No. 4, left Kansas City 
at 6 :4o last night on time. 
Be­ 
fore the train had proceeded half a 
mile Ex press Messenger E. 
X. 
Hy de was startled by the pressure 
of the muzzle of a six -shooter be­ 
hind his ear. 
When he hastily turned he was 
confronted by two men, 
one of 
whom had him cov ered with a re­ 
v olv er, 
and commanded him to 
keep his mouth shut. 
The other 
opened tlie local safe, which was 
unlocked, and began stuffing the 
money packages and jewelry into 
his pockets. 
The men worked quickly , and 
by the time the train reached the 
city limits they had taken ev ery ­ 
thing in the car of any v alue that 
they could find. 
They made no 
attempt to open the through safe, 
knowing that it would be useless. 
As the train slowed up at the 
Chicago and Alton crossing, near 
the city line, the men opened the 
door of the ex press car, jumped off 
and disappeared in the darkness, 
going in the direction of the heav y 
brush along tlie Missouri riv er. 
They hav e not been captured, 
and there seems to be but little 
chance that they ev er will be. The 
robbery was reported to the police 
within a half-hour after the occur­ 
rence, and a special train was im­ 
mediately made up and sent to the 
scene of the robbery , with a num­ 
ber of detectiv es and police officials 
on' board. 
The county marshal has 
also sent out a number of deputies, 
and all together about twenty -fiv e 
armed men are beating through the 
brush between the Missouri riv er 
and the Pittsburg and Gulf tracks, 
in search of the robbers. 
It seems that the two robbers 
boarded the blind end of the bag­ 
gage car at the rear of the ex press 
car in the Pittsburg and Gulf y ards, 
and as soon as the train left the 
y ards, they pried open the rear 
door of the ex press car with a 
jimmy . 
Messenger Hy de was fully 
armed, and the ex press officials say 
that, if he had any nerv e, he could 
easily hav e captured one of the 
men, as they ev idently were not 
ex pert train robbers.

kan district and is familiar with 
th e Yukon country and th e v arious 
routes leading to it from th e sea­ 
board. 
In h is op inion th ere is bound to 
be a food sh ortage nex t winter, as 
well as th is, as th e p resent means 
of transp ortation will not admit, 
h e claims, of sufiicient food being 
taken into th e country to feed th e 
p eop le now th ere and th ose wh o 
are ex p ected during th e op en sea­ 
son of 18 9 8 . 
Mr.

criticises 
many of th e v isionary sch emes of 
so-called Alaskan comp anies, and 
say s th at only a small p rop ortion 
of th em will be able to carry out 
th eir agreements. 
Th e p h y sical difficulties to be 
ov ercome in reach ing 
th e gold 
fields and th e h ardsh ip s of a miner’s 
life in th e frozen north h av e been 
underestimated, in

op inion. 
Aside from Alaska itself th e two 
questions most frequently discussed 
is th e food sup p ly of th e Yukon 
and h ow to get it th ere.

h ere states th at th ere is a sh ortage 
th at will continue at interv als for 
two y ears to come, in th e op inion 
of men well informed. 
To land sup p lies in Dawson dur­ 
ing th e winter ov er any route with 
p ack animals, reindeer, dog trains 
or mech anical dev ice, is p h y sically 
imp ossible. 
Probably a limited 
tonnage will reach Dawson about 
th e middle of June by steamers now 
frozen in at and below Fort Y u­ 
kon ; certainly none can come from 
St. Mich ael before th e middle of 
July .
